COLOR CODES 

Al- Qalqalah : (Shaking) Disturbance of the letter when it is vowel-less 
Al- Ghunnah : ( Nasalization ) Lengthening for two beats with a nasal sound 
Al- Madd : ( Elongation ) Lengthening of the sound with the madd letters 
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Huroof al-Halqiyyah- These are the "throat letters" because they are articulated from the throat. 
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Huroof al-Shafawiyyah- These are the "lip letters" because they are articulated from the lips. 
Huroof al-Lisaaniyyah- These are the "tongue letters" because they are articulated from the tongue. 
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Iqlaab - If the letter of Iqlaab follows a noon saakinah or tanween, the noon saakinah 
or tanween changes in pronunciation into a hidden meem, with nasalization. 
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Idghaam - When any of the letters of Idghaam follow a noon saakinah or tanween, 
then the noon merges or immerses into the next letter. This rule can only take 
place between two words and not within one word 
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Idghaam with Ghunnah- When any of the letters of Idghaam with Ghunnah follow 
a noon saakinah or tanween, the noon merges into the next letter with nasalization 
that is part of the noon, remaining. 
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Idh-haar- When any of the letters of Idh-haar follow a noon saakinah or tanween, 
the noon is to be articulated clearly without a ghunnah 
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Ikhfaa - When any of the letters of Ikhfaa' follow a noon saakinah or tanween then 
the noon sound is hidden with nasalization.
